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Venice, Florence 
Disaster Cities' 
As Floods Recede 


FLORENCE, Italy (At») — 


The waters of the -vorst floods 
in Flrence and Venice since 
the Middle Ages receded today, 
leaving the two museum cities 
blackened with mud and without 
vital public services. 
Thousands of rescue workers 


struggled through slime dotted 
with debris and stained with 
fuel oil. Streets became bogs 
and buildings were coated with 
mud below the second-floor lev­ 
el. 


As the Amo River settled 


back into its bed at Florence 
and Adriatic Sea waters flowed 
out of Venice, other Italian 
cities remained inundated or 
became flooded. 
Landslides, violent winds and 


floods 
part of a huge storm 
that battered all Western Eu­ 
rope — took more than 40 lives 
in Italy alone. 
The U.S. Embassy in Rome 
said it had no information about 
Americans in the flooded areas 
but added that there was no in­ 
dication so far that any foreign­ 
ers were among the victims. 
In southern Austria, floods 
killed at least 11 persons. Doz­ 
ens were missing and feared 
dead in the European storm and 
hundreds were injured. Destruc­ 
tion was incalculable. 
As the floods began ebbing at 
dawn, authorites in Florence, 
the Renaissance art center of 
450,000, and Venice begau ad­ 
ding up what they feared was 
immense and irreparable dam­ 
age to priceless cultural relics. 
Some 50,000 
relief workers, 
aided by dry weather after al­ 
most two days of rain, joined 
locU volunteers 
to aid 
more 
than 100,000 Italians left home­ 
less. The storm struck especial 
ly hard at north and central Ita­ 
ly. 
Edoardo Cesareo, a Florence 
bank clerk, said the city was 
standing in so much water that 
“ is I looked down at Florence 
from a hillside, I thought I was 
seeing the Grand Canal of Ven- 
ice.** 
Grosseto, a coastal city of 47,* 
000 south of Florence, was cov­ 
ered by up to nine feet of water. 
Its only link outside was an air­ 
port, to which bread was being 
flown from other cities. 
Trento in the north was hit by 
fresh 
floods overnight. 
They 
caused chemical explosions in 
vacant industrial plants, inter­ 
rupted electrical power and cut 
the drinking water supply. 
Firemen rescued 150 children 
isolated at a nursery school by 
the Tagliamento River in north­ 
ern Italy. The river forced evac­ 
uation of 10 communities. 
Roads and rail lirks were im­ 
passable all acro&s Italy, almost

African Row 
Marks Start 
Ot Summit 


ADDIS

(AP) — Africa’s annual summit 
conference meets today with a 
bitter dispute between Ghana 
and Guinea threatening ooe of 
the biggest rows in the troubled 
three-year history of the Organ­ 
ization of African Unity. 
Ghana detained 19 Guineans 
in transit through Accra on 
their way to the preliminary 
Council of 
Ministers 
meting 
here a week ago. Ghana insists 
it will release them only when 
nearly 100 Ghanaians allegedly 
held in Guinea are released. 
A three-nation OAU mission, 
which flew to Accra and Conak­ 
ry to try to resolve the dispute, 
has met with no apparent suc­ 
cess. 
All hope of unanimity at the 
conference was wrecked by the 
Accra incident. 
After a year that has seen the 
OAU torn by dissention over 
Rhodesia, distracted by military | u,an goo miles, double the nor

We Depend on Services 


(An Editorial) 
The voting public’s decision Tuesday on a onc- 


mili tax renewal will have an important bearing 
on future services the City of Circleville will be able 
to orovide. 
The levy is a renewal, not a new tax, that sup­ 
plements the city’s general fund. It would produce 
an estimated $31,000 annually for a period of three 
year«. 
Money derived from the levy helps provide many 


services offered by the city, including police and 
fire protection. 
Circleville, like any other city, depends heavily 


on the numerous safeguards that only, police and 
fire departments can furnish. Any reduction in 
these services means a community is falling 
behind. 
Yet this decrease in protection standards could 


be the case here if the one-mill renewal fails. 
Our police and fire departments are operating at 


absolute minimums in manpower and pay scale 
now. Further cutbacks could be disastrous. 
Renewal of the levy would cost taxpayers 10 


cents for each $100 of valuation. We feel passage 
would be a vote of confidence in our policemen, 
firemen and other city employes. We hope the citi­ 
zens of Circleville feel the sam e way.

State Sen. Frazier Reams Jr. 


of Toledo, the Democratic candi­ 
date, had called for unlimited 
broadcast of the noon debate 
with Republican Gov. James A. 
Rhodes. But the governor insist­ 
ed on holding to ground rules 
that no tapes of the broadcasts 
be made available for later air­ 
ing—.apparently to avoid any 
possible use of portions of > the 
debate out of context. 
The candidates were meeting 


in debate for the first and last 
time. The City Club appearance 
marks the end of active cam­ 
paigning for both party stand­ 
ard bearers prior to next Tues­ 
day’s election. 


Reams expressed optimism on 


the eve of the debate, saying: 


“ I think there has been a 


change in the last three or four 
weeks, because I have been get­ 
ting better identification. 
“ We have pulled the party to­ 
gether. We now have stronger 
support from labor—in man 
power and some financial. Look­ 
ing at it from this end of the 
line, we have accomplished the 
objectives we started out to ac 
complish.” 
He said he was “ more opti­ 
mistic now than at any time 
since the start of the campaign. 


“ Prices have increased less in 


the six years of the Kennedy*

than 


«hey did the previous six years 
in the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion.” Johnson said at his news 
conference Friday. 
He didn’t go into details, ad­ 
ding only that wages have risen 
much more under the Demo­ 
crats than the Republicans. 
But Johnson’s brief comments 
were only the tip of the iceberg

LBJ, Defense 
Chief Discuss 
Money, Troops 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) — 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara, holding some of the 
keys to a possible wartime tax 
increase, discusses d e f e n s e 
spending and Viet Nam troop 
needs with President Johnson 
today at the President’s ranch. 
The Texas White House said 
Johnson wanted to meet with 
McNamara to review the Ma­ 
nila conference, to talk about 
diplomatic efforts to arrange a 
Viet Nam peace and to consider 
the most recent reports from 
Gen. William C. Westmoreland, 
U. S. commander in the war- 
torn country. 
Westmoreland’s requests for

Johnson has said repeatedly, 
most recently at his news con

Friday,

mara’s efforts to hold down mil­ 
itary spending, despite the war, 
will play a big part in the tax 
decision. 
Another element is the level 
of appropriations passed by the 
now-adjourned Congress, a mat 
ter which Johnson said is being 
studied. The state of the econo­ 
my is a third factor, and that 
seems to be heading in a direc­ 
tion that makes a tax hike less 
likely. 
Westmoreland told the Manila 
conferees that more U. S. troops 
will be needed in Viet Nam. As 
is his custom, Johnson said such 
requests will be considered as 
they reach his desk — and that 
the nation will apply such force 
as is deemed necessary to stand 
by the forces already on the 
scene. 
The President will be at his 
ranch, some 80 miles north of 
here, for at least several weeks.

Reds Deliver 
Vicious Blows 
At Yank Force 


SAIGON (AP) — Communist 
troops counter attacked viciously 
today against a large American 
infantry force that had overrun 
enemy bunkers in the canopied 
jungles near Cambodia as the 
battle for Tay Ninh Province 
entered its third day. 
Pitched battles have erupted 
in three places in the past three 
days in the province which bor­ 
ders Cambodia and serves as a 
main infiltration route into the 
heart of Viet Nam. 
The pattern of enemy attacks 
indicated a whole Communist 
division may be engaged. 
In the air war over North Viet 
Nam. two more U.S. war planes 
were downed Friday, bringing 
the total reported 1 o s t in the 
north to 418, a U.S. spokesman 
said. 
There was no letup in the Tay 
Ninh fighting today, a spokes­ 
man said. Several battalions of 
American infantrymen holding 
the Communist bunker complex 
they overran Friday were at­ 
tacked six times this morning 
and early afternoon. 
A civlian irregular defense 
force comprised mainly of Nung 
tribesmen and their American 
officers was still fighting for its 
life to the west. 
U.S. spokesman said “ multi­ 
brigades” of Americans are now 
involved in the Tay Ninh fight­ 
ing. This could be as many as 
10.000 infantrymen. 
There was speculation in Sai­ 
gon that the Communist thrust 
in Tay Ninh, 
first detected 
T h u r s d a y when an “ eagle 
flight” of helicopter-borne troops 
from the U.S. 25th Division spot­ 
ted Communist troops in bivou­ 
ac, might be the much-rumor­ 
ed attempt to score a victory 
against American forces prior 
to the Nov. 8 elections in the 
United States. 
Eight U.S. servicemen per­ 
ished and 14 others were injured 
Friday night in a flash fire

Reams expressed optimism on 
the eve of the debate, saying: 
“I think there has been a 
change in the last three or four 
weeks, because I have been get­ 
ting better identification. 
“We have pulled the party to­ 
gether. We now have stronger 
support from labor—in man­ 
power and some financial. Look­ 
ing at it from this end of the 
line, we have accomplished the 
objectives we started out to ac­ 
complish.” 
He said he was “more opti­ 
mistic now than at any time 
since the start of the campaign.

Lawn Mower

Get a running start with your 
lawn mower next spring 
by 
cleaning and winterizing it now 
before putting it in winter hi­ 
bernation. 
Here * what W. E. Gill Exten­ 
sion Agricultural engineer at 
Ohio State University, advises 
lawn mower owners to do: 
After the last mowing, wash 
off the machine to remove any 
dirt, cuppings, grease, or oil; 
drain the gas tank and carbure­ 
tor, so gum won’t form; re­ 
move the air cleaner and clean 
it according to the manufactur­ 
er's directions; drain the crank­ 
case and put fresh oil in it; 
Remove and clean the spark 
plug. Before replacing it, squirt 
a little oil in the spark plug bole 
and pull the starter rope sev­ 
eral times to lubricate the cyl­ 
inder walls, lubricste the wheel 
bearings and any other mov­ 
ing parts, check the blade sod 
replace or sharpen if necessa­ 
ry. then give a light coat of oil 
to prevent rust; cover mower 
with a piece of old canvas or 
blanket and s t o r e in a d r y 
place.

Vaughn plays Napoleon Solo on 
“The Man From U.N.C.L.E.” is 
not entirely due to the ac­ 
tor’s craft. He is a cool one off 
the screen as well.
